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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant presents two arguments. First, Applicant 
contends that the cited art does not teach the surprising advantageous effects of the present invention as shown in Example 4 and Tables 1 
and 2. Note that the Example and the Tables do not provide a comparison to the closest prior art. Applicant merely makes the allegation 
that there are surprising results but provides no showing to support such. Second, Applicant points to a citation of US Application 
09/269897 and contends that this citation supports that guanidine is required whereas the present invention does not require guanidine at 
all. However, this is not persuasive. The citation teaches an additional method step of guanidine treatment for a gain of reducing precipitate 
formation but there is no teaching that guanidine treatment is absolutely required.. 
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
